WASHINGTON (AP)-Presklrot 
Kennedy said Thursday he has 
asked the Defense Department 
‘‘to make sure that action will 
be taken*' against any foreign 
vessels or a i r c r a f t that aet 
against U.S. vessels or aircraft 
in the Caribbean. 
Kennedy had been asked at a 
news conference to elaborate on 
shat the White House meant in 
saying that ail necessary action 
would be taken to prevent another 
attack such aa that by Cuba-baaed 
MIG planes en an American 
shrimp boat Wednesday. 
At tiw time Kennedy issued that 


arder, the White Howe confirmed 
in a statement that Russia has 
given assurances that

troops tin Cuba will be pulled out 
by mid-March. 
Some of the troops to be with­ 
drawn, the White House said, 
were guarding missiles and bomb­ 
ers the Soviets pulled out of Cuba 
after the United States challenged 
their presence as offensive last 
October. 
Asked if the U.S. government 
holds the Cubans, rather than the 
Russians,

yes, the planes flew under a Cub­ 
an flag and came from Cuba and 
therefore “we would hold the 
Cubans reportable.” 
To another question. Kennedy 
said "I don’t think we know the 
full reasons behind the attack on 
this vessel.” 
He said it is not known wheth­ 
er it was a decision of the Cuban 
government or the pfflota involved. 
Hie President said by making 
it very dear what the U.S. re­ 
sponse would be to any future 
incidents, he thinks repetition of 
such an attack has been made 
unUfaety. 


Kennedy opened the news con­ 
ference by referring to his mes­ 
sage to Congress on Thursday on 
the needs of senior citizens. He 
said it is not enough for the na­ 
tion to add to years of life, but 
that it must also enrich the life 
of its citizens in later years. 
He said his most important rec­ 
ommendation was a revised hos­ 
pital insurance program for sen­ 
ior citizens under Social Security. 
And, Kennedy said, he feels 
very deeply that the program 
should be enacted. 
In another volunteered state­ 
ment, Kennedy said the New York 


newspaper strike has long since 
passed the point of toleration. He 
said it is dear that the Interna­ 
tional Typographical Union and 
Bertram Powers, president af its 
N.Y. local, are attempting to im­ 
pose a settlement that could shut 
down newspapers in New York. 
"Collective 
bargaining 
has 
failed,” he said, and added that 
flus is bad for New York and its 
citizens. He said one solution 
would be to submit differences to 
an independent determinant. He 
said he could see no other solu­ 
tion to the strike. 
Kennedy’s wording apparently 


amounted to urging what has been 
called compulsory arbitration. 
Questions On Cuba 
The first question concerned 
Cuba, and it came up from time 
to time again. Among the Presi­ 
dent’s statements on the subject: 
—He would prefer not to elabo­ 
rate on exactly what the United 
States would do in the event of a 
future attack by Cuba on a U.S. 
plane or vessel. He said the de­ 
tails of what would be done “I 
think can wait on events.” 
—The question of how far a Cu­ 
ban plane or ship might be pur­ 
sued would be considered by the 


secretary of state and the secre- 
ary of defense. 
—It 
is 
not 
clear 
whether 
Wednesday’s incident set a pat­ 
tern that will mean future at­ 
tacks, or whether it was an iso­ 
lated case which occurred be­ 
cause of decisions by the pilots. 
—He already has made v e r y 
clear the distinction the adminis­ 
tration makes between offensive 
and defensive weapons in Cuba. 
"A MIG with its rather limited 
range is not regarded ordinarily 
as an offensive weapon," Ken­ 
nedy said. 
—The attack on the shrftnp boat 


does not change the administra­ 
tion view of what is offensive and 
what is defensive.

NAPLES, Italy (AP) - Rain 
drummed diwnwfly Thursday on a 
semicircle af tragedy around Na­ 
ples where half a dozen vfllages 
were partly wrecked by mud­ 
slides. 
Others 
were menaced, 
roads wens blocked, and power 
kines out 
Firemen and pattee used ambu­ 
lances and trucks to carry the 
last IOO grieving residents to safe­ 
ty from doomed Nerano, a village 
af 696 population al the rip of the 
Sorrento peninsula. A huge mud­ 
slide down a steep mountain slope 
was pouring over outlying homes 
of the village and advancing at 
five to 15 yards an hour. 
Pok.e also ordered precaution­ 
ary evacuation of the 167 resi­ 
dents of nearby Marina de Can­ 
ton, which also would be isolated 
if the mud overflowed the narrow 
highway. 
Termini, a third village at the 
tip of the peninsula which juts 
out toward the Isle of Capri, ap­ 
peared spared aa landslides halt­ 
ed despite daylong rain. But many 
of the villagers already had fled. 
The tiny road Unified to the rest 
of the peninsula was cut. 
Almost unceasing rainfall since 
Sunday had added ll new deaths, 
to bring the toll at Italy’s worst 
winter of the century to 167. 
In toe hills inland from Naples 
a 300-yard wide mud slide that 


had poured into Caposefle Mowed, 
and authorities began to hope that 
most of the town of 4,000 popula 
tion might be saved. So far 24 
homes had been swallowed up by 
the mud, 50 others were damaged 
and 50 to IOO other homes ebon 
doned. 
Italy’s Alpine north and palm 
fringed south also were hit by the 
backlash of the disastrous winter 
In the high valleys of the Alto 
Adige—Italian South Tyrol—heavy 
new snowfall collapsed the roofs 
af five homes. The residents fled 
before the cavein and were un 
hurt. 
Mudslides and floods cut roads 
in Calabria in toe toe of the Ital 
ian Boot. There was snowfall in 
Sicily. 
Hoods added to the tragedy in 
many parts of Appemine central 
Italy. Thousands of acres af arm 
land were under water and crops 
were washed out. 
In the north af Europe, toe bit 
terty caid weather of the past 
three months continued.

That Uncuttable Budget 


'.v 


Washington was treated the other day 
to the unusual sight of a Congressman 
protesting Federal spending in his state. 
Hep. John W. Byrnes (R., Wise), oppos­ 
ed plans of the Area Redevelopment 
Agency to build a $418,000 paper mill 
in Wisconsin. It would produce paper 
products just like other mills in the 
state turn out, and the existing mills 
are running far under capacity. Trans­ 
ferring orders from old mills to the new 
ones will transfer jobs as well, and no 
new jobs will be created. 
This is a small matter in the $99 bil­ 
lion the Administration 
proposes 
to 
spend in 1964. 
But it’s one of many 
unwise, unnecessary and foolish pro­ 
grams that go to make it an all-time 
record budget. 
The budget adds new programs to 
the old ones, and increases spending in 
nearly every category. The “savings” 
of which the politicians speak do not 
represent any slow-down of spending, 
but turn out to be sales of Government 
property in some cases, and transfer­ 
ring lending functions to private hands 
in others. 
The budgets for payroll, 
overhead and programs rise. 


Opinions O f Other Editors 


The Government Economy Committee 
of the National Association of Manufac­ 
turers has suggested savings of $2.8 
billion in fiscal ’64 spending in a prelimi­ 
nary study of the budget requests, and 
promises to hunt more fat as time goes 
on. The NAM objects to $250 million 
in new military housing, for example, 
on the grounds that the housing short­ 
age which led to the program in the 
first place is long over. 
It questions 
$768 million of foreign economic aid to 
nations which have shown little capa­ 
city to use it, and little allegiance to 
free world purposes. 
Budget Director Kermit Gordon de­ 
fended the budget by citing the rise in 
population, but he’s new in the job and 
may not have heard that Federal ex­ 
pense has been outrunning population 
growth for years now. 
Democrats and Republicans in Con­ 
gress alike are alarmed at the size of 
the budget, and the $11 billion deficit 
forecast — particularly as last year’s 
forecast of a half billion surplus became 
a realized $8 billion deficit. 
The budget can be, should be and 
must be cut.

Dr. Johnson says: 


Recognizing Gifted Teachers 


The recommendation by Dr. James 
B. Conant at the annual meeting of the 
American Association of School Admin­ 
istrators in Atlantic City that a system 
of merit pay increases for teachers be 
adopted in U. S. schools seems a good 
one to The Inquirer. 
The same goes for his suggestion that 
controversial school issues be given a 
full public hearing. In two recent cases 
we believe a fuller public understand­ 
ing would have brought needed reforms 
sooner. 
We refer to the battle between the 
teaching reading and those of the whole 
word and phrase system, as one in­ 
stance, and the conflict between the ad­ 
vocates of “progressive” emphasis on 
the humanities and social science and 
those who believe in the value of the 
physical sciences, mathematics and for­ 
eign languages, as a second. 
As a matter of fact, the question of 
merit raises for teachers is itself an 
example of an issue that has been sup­ 
pressed to an unwholesome extent. We

believe that both teachers and pupils, 
and U. S. schools as a whole would be 
better off, if gifted teachers received 
special recognition. Dr. Conant advises 
two classifications, “junior” and “sen­ 
ior” staff members, and a probationary 
period of possibly four years after 
which “junior” teachers would rate 
merit raises and job tenure. 
We are not certain that this is the 
way to do it. Dr. Conant is vague aa 
to how gifted teachers are to be identi­ 
fied. The Inquirer has suggested that 
youngsters be required to pass tests 
in basic skills administered by outside 
testers, which would indicate, it seems 
to us, how successful teachers were in 
getting their subject across as well aa 
whether pupils needed remedial train­ 
ing in specific areas. In any event, how­ 
ever, teachers should receive recog­ 
nition for special merit. 
Dr. Conant serves a good cause in 
bringing this issue before the Atlantic 
City convention.

The same man who can bene­ 
fit from the relaxing effects of 
an occasional alcoholic d r i n k 
may very well benefit f r o m * 
moderate amount of smoking if 
he truly derive* pleasure from 
it. 
Ibis statement may be t u b 
prising, coming as it doe* from 
a physician who does not amoke 
and never has. My thinking 
about tobacco is not based so 
much on scientific or medical 
facts as it is on a simple phi­ 
losophy of life and health. 
Everything we do in life in­ 
volves a certain amount of risk. 
Usually the risks we assume 
do not intrude upon our co n - 
soioumess af living. We do not 
think of them as risks. 
What it the gain in molting? 
The answer must be pleasure. 
The molter enjoys it because it 
enables him to relax. But its re­ 
laxing qualities are more psy­ 
chic and not, as to the case of 
alcohol, due to s sedative effect. 
But let’s face a tact: The two 
pleasures are not comparable. 
There is virtually little or no 
risk associated with moderate 
and intelligent drinking. 
B u t 
there is a definite amount o f 
risk associated with any smok­ 
ing. 
Apart from toe psychic r e ­ 
lease of stress, perhaps one of 
the reasons smoking gives u s 
pleasure is th#* fact that smok­ 
ing does give you a physiological 
lift. 
Unlike an alcoholic d r i n k , 
which help* you relax because 
it is a depressant, s m o k i n g 
causes stimulation. That is why 
nervous and jittery p e o p l e 
should avoid smoking u n l e s s 
they don’t care about their sense 
of well-being. 


The impact of the f a m o u s 
Hammond-Horn reports focused 
a powerful spotlight on the rela­ 
tionship between smoking a n d 
lung cancer. Since that f i r s t 
study, a number of other re ­ 
ports have tended to confirm the 
Hammond-Horn findings. 
Hw Lung Cancer “genre" 
Without unnecessarily burden­ 
ing ourselves with the technical 
aspects and complexities of the 
data, it is sufficient to s t a t e 
that the Hammond-Horn studies 
indicated that an i m p r e i sive 
majority of lung cancer victims 
were heavy smokers and t h a t 
lung cancer among non-smokers 
was relatively rare. 
Reports at the H a m m o n d - 
Horn type have come u n d e r 
critical fire from medical 
ex­ 
perts, not ail associated w i t h 
the tobacco industry. One seri­ 
ous challenge aune from D r. 
Joseph Berkson, head of th * 
Division of Biometry and Medic- 
a1 Statistics of toe Mayo Clinic. 
Referring to the fact that the 
Hammond-Horn report 
a l s o 
Blowed a statistical relationship 
between smoking and o t h e r 
forms of cancer, as well 
as 
various heart and circulatory 
diseases, Dr. Berkson s a i d , 
“For myself. I find if quite in­ 
credible tost smoking should 
cause all these diseases . . . 
when an investigation set up to 
test the theory . . . that smoking 
causes lung cancer turns out to 
indicate that smoking causes tx* 
provokes a whole gamut of dis­ 
eases, inevitably it raises the 
suspicion that something is re­ 
miss." 
Still, until the cause of lung 
cancer is uncovered, we must 
show a healthy respect for t h e 
preponderance of statistical evi­ 
dence that smoking is a cause of 
lung cancer.

AN exterior of eight faces, 
each more attractive than the 
next, not only gives this house 
the indivwJuaiity every home 
owner seeks but makes ii a prac­ 
tical investment for a boat of 
common-sense reasons. 
Ifs a one-story home with 
three-bedrooms, two and one-half 
baths and all the essential fea­ 
tures required for modem living 
—family room, a large kitchen 
with breakfast bar, living room 
with a grand fireplace, roomy 
dimng room and an abundance 
of k*rge closets and storage 
apace.

An annuity can be especially 
good for people who need a high 
cash return to meet living ex­ 
penses. But, at the present time, 
you are not in that fix. You men­ 
tion that you are able to bank 
some of your income. I’m sure 
you are sensible enough to put 
that money in an interest-paying 
savings account. 
You are meeting your living ex­ 
penses out of income and have 
a nice cushion of cash. The stocks 
you own are high-quality stocks. 
It’s logical to expect that the divi­ 
dends on all three will be in­ 
creased in the future, as they have 
been in the past. 
If you ever reach toe stage (per­ 
haps because you can no longer 
work even part time) where your 
total income won’t meet your liv­ 
ing expenses, that will be the time 
at which you should consider sell­ 
ing your stocks and putting the 
proceeds into an annuity.

yourself and your family. Frankly, I think every fami­ 
ly should have one, if for no other reason than that this 
book, "The White House, Today and Yesterday” is a 
wondrously readable, enchantingly illustrated record of 
something that belongs to you, to me, and to our chil­ 
dren. Ii is a paper-covered book of fine quality, with 
countless photographs and drawings, both in blackband 
white and color, showing what has been happening to 
this magnificent structure throughout its history. I 
found it an excellent source of information when pre­ 
paring a dramatization of White House history for pres­ 
entation at this past Monday’s D.A.K. meeting. 


Tragically, George Washington never occupied the 


President’s Palace, the site of which he had selected, and 
the architectural design and building of which he fol­ 
lowed with the utmost concern. The sandstone struc­ 
ture (white, to distinguish it from the usual red brick 
homes of the day) was eight years in the building, 
being far from complete when the second President, 
John Adams, and his wife Abigail, took residence. But 
it was Abigail, impressed with its superb proportions, 
who saw the possibilities in this historic structure, call­ 
ing it “a house for the ages.” 


In reading about the White House, I have wondered 


about the occasions when Congress seemed indifferent 
to its completion and furnishing .The East Room seems 
to have presented the biggest problem. It has been used 
for hanging the family wash . . . as a recreation room 
for Union soldiers on leave (with the result that the 
furniture became so vermin infested it had to be thrown 
away) . . . It has been used by various White House chil­ 
dren as a recreation room wherein they skidded across 
the parquet floors on kitchen chairs drawn by goats, 
roller skated, foot raced, or danced. Its lines were once 
desecrated by the installation of Greekstyle columns 
and fake beams. 
It was made into a veritable jungle 


by one First Lady who decorated it with 5000 plants 
and a garland of smilax one mile long. 
It has been 


draped in black for three Presidents who died in office 
•—"Granny” Harrison, Abraham Lincoln, and F.D.R., 
and has been the scene of several weddings: the first, 
that of Marie Monroe; the second, that of Nellie, niece 
of Ulysses (Jrant, and the most elaborate of all that of 
"Princess Alice” Roosevelt (Teddy's daughter) 
to 


Speaker of the House Nicholas Longworth. 


It has a fascinating history, this “house for the 


ages,” and I cannot imagine any American who would 
not thrill with pride at seeing the photographs in “The 
White House— Today and Yesterday.” I prize my copy 
as a part of deed to my part-ownership in a legacy I 
share with millions of other men, women and children, 
and all tho generation* of the future.
